Manager B. Z. McKinney of Mad- 
ison Laundry, Shows How 
His Good Work Is Done

In response to the invitation ox- 
tended to the citizens of Richmond 
by Mr. B. Z. McKinney, owner and 
general manager of the Madison 
Laundry, to visit the plant any day/ 
during the week of January 17, thej 
place took on the scene of an open 
boose. The visitors found, to theis 
surprise, a laundry plant which com- 
pared very favorably with plants of 
evpn larger cities than Richmond, an<! 
many compliments were paid to the 
young manager in having perfected 
such a splendid enterprise. 

Mr. McKinney spared neither timo 
nor efforts in taking his guests thru- 
out the plant and explaining each am! 
every detail. Tn his explanation to 
representative of the Daily Register 
he gave the following information, 
which will give one an i<ioa <>f the 
manipulation of. his plant: 

The washing is done by big ma- 
chines having several pockets, con- 
nected with hot and cold water, and 
all the machines are driven off the 
main shaft. In running, the ma- 
chines automatically reverse, going 
in one direction a while and then turn 
and go in an opposite course. The very 
latest formulas and the highest grade 
soaps, made by Proctor & Gamble 
are used. 

In the rough dry and wet wash 
department, each bundle is handled to 
itself, with no marking of the goods. 
It is next to impossible to lo.-c any- 
thing under this system. One day 
service is being given to the traveling 
public and all who are in urgent need 
of their bundles. 

The power plant includes the boiler, 
from which every machine in tho 
plant is heated. The hie- engine 
runs all the machinery, :;nd plans arc 
now under way for installing an elec- 
tric generator. It takes something 
like two tons of coal daily to run the 
boiler. 

The flat work ironer is the best 
type of machine for this kind of 
work. Goods are fed into the machine 
on one side damp, and comes out on 
the other side ironed. 

The new hosiery machine is of tho 
latest type, being the same kind as 
is used by all the large hosiery mills.
